Parnell’s friends are in- 
dignant at the statements made by John 
pujlon and others that Parnell refused to ro- 
ace the Paris fund of £40,000 for the benefit 
of the evicted tenants. Parnell’s friends 
aim that he was perfectly willing to release 
the fund provided that his claims for money 
efvanced to evicted tenants should be 
owe on the same basis as money ad- 
ranced by John Dillon and others. Mr. 
Don, it is asserted, is perfectly willing to 
bare his own claims allowed out of the fund, 
but not willing that Mr. Parneli’s claims 
should be recognized. The fung; according 
to Mr. Parnell’s latest statement, amounted 
to about £35,000.

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OYOLONES AT SEA. 


Furious Storms Encountered by the 
Speedy Atlantic Steamers. 


FOUR AUGUSTA VICTORIA PASSENGERS 
HAVE BROKEN LIMBS, 


While Others Sustained Severe Injuries 
om the Voyage—The Umbria’s Perilous 
Trip Told of by One of Her Voyagers— 
The Fleet Alaska Not Yet In—Wreck of 
the Dispatch—Crew Saved. 


New York, Oct. 12.—This is the season of 
cyclones and life afioat is attended With peril 
and much physical discomfort. Nobody who 
knows anything about the October Atlantic 
expectseven the swiftest liner to run on 
schedule time, but even those versed in nau- 
tical lore expect such ships as the Augusta 
Victoria, the Alaska and La Bretagne to do 
better against wind and sea than they did 
on this voage. The Alaska has 
not yet been heard from andthe Augusta 
Victoria was not sighted until early this 
morning, and the Umbria, one of the best of 
the storm defiers of the Cunard Line, due 
yesterday morning, was not reported off the 
bar at Sandy Hook until 8:80 o’clock last 
night. A wind storm that closely approached 
a gale blowing forty-three miles an hour was 
then whipping up the seas and tumbling tall 
breakers on the Jersey shore. The Umbria’s 
pilot decided that he would lie outside until 
the wind moderated. So down the big ship’s 
anchors splashed and she began torollin 
such a way that made even the stoutest wish 
he were going ahead. 

The wind did not moderate end the Um- 
bria weighed anchor at 10:45 o’clock and 
steamed up inside the Hook toa more com- 
fortable anchorage. Even at Quarantine the 
seas, lashed by a forty-mile norther,swashed 
over the wharf. 

The two steamers report that they became 
entangled in the cyclone which shook the 
souls of the passengers onthe City of Paris 
last Tuesday, and also had the hard luck to 
meet the cyclone that rolled from the Florida 
coast seaward in a northeasterly direction 
Friday last. The Alaska is only about a day 
overdue, and she has probably met the worst 
weather that she has ever encountered in 
her long career. 

The Augusta Victoria arrived at her dock 
shortly before noon and her officers reported 
that from Oct. (tos she experienced heavy 
westerly gales with a tremendously high sea. 
From the 9th light changeable winds and 
rainy weather prevailed. The steamer sus- 
tained no damage, but during the gales she 
rolled and pitched heavily and several of the 
saloon passengers who attempted to move 
about the vessel were thrown down and 
four of them had their arms or legs broken. 
Eight or more were seriously cut about the 
head by being thrown against obstacles. 

During the greater part of the trip of the 
Augusta Victoria not a passenger was al- 


lowed on deck and the big seas which swept 
over her from stem to stern made things de- 


cidediy unpleasant if not dangerous 
for her experienced seamen. She struck 
foul weather Sunday, Oct. 4, when 


only a short distance out 
of Southampton, and the gale increased in 
violence for the next four dayssothat she 
could make very little headway. 

Monday the weather was whatCapt. Bar- 
ends calis ‘‘black ink. It was raining and 
hailing at the same time, and the wind from 
the northwest was blowing a full gale. 

Tuesday, Oct. 6, the gale was raging at its 
height. Capt. Barends was on the upper 
bridge and about 9 o’clock sent the frst 
officer below on some errand. Before the 
officer had reached the deck Oapt. Barends 
called him back. At that momenta tremendous 
sea struck the ship on the port bow ana 
hundreds of tons of water came over the 
foreward part of the ship like Niagara catar- 
act. Had the mate not been recalled just at 
the moment he was he would have been 
swept overboard.

THE UMBRIA’S VOYAGE. 


A PASSENGER’S ACCOUNT OF THE SHIP’S EX- 
PERIENCE WITH HURRICANES. 


New York, Oct. 12.—Mr. Alfred Kinnear 
gives the following account ofthe extraordl- 
nary experience of the Umbria upon her last 
voyage: Five hours after passing Fastnet 
Light we struck a first-class gale, which by 
noon on Monday had attained hurricane 
force; the wind velocity being from forty -five 
to fifty miles. On Tuesday the gale, having 
veered to the northwest, blew with greater 
vehemence, and during the night the ship 
rolled heavily in the terrine sea, but 
about 6 o’clock on Wednesday morning we 
steamed into fine weather and passengers 
were able to go on deck for the first time 
since Sunday evening. The glass, however, 
fell all that day, and about 6 o'clock we 
entered another storm center through a 
ridge of hurricane squalls and were speedily 
in the thick of it all again. At 10 o’clock, wind 
and sea thundering upon the ship, a 
‘*pin’’ in the engine-room was discovered to 
be looseand the machinery was stopped; 
this incident being vaguely described by the 
engineer in reply to an anxious passen- 
ger. as only a bug in the esnifter.’’ 
The storm increased, the Umbria lying at 
the mercy of the waves and rolling with a 
dull head-aching solidity, but in four hours 
we were heartily glad to be able to resume 
our dramatically checkered voyage. During 
the whole of Thursday it continued to blow 
with severity from the northwest, the ocean 
resembling so much mountain scenery of 
rolling hills, precipitous cragsand yawning 
chasms, crested with snow, ana described by 
one passenger as a finer sight than 
Niagara. In the afternoon we passed 
a schooner laboring under storm 
canvas and apparently waiting for 
each moment to be her last. But she seemed 
snug and to be skillfully handled, albeit she 
made no signal to us whatever. A respite in 
the night was followed in the morning, it be- 
ing now Friday, by asnarl southwester, ac- 
companied by rain throughout. We shipped 
immense quantities of water, but beyond a 
port in the saloon being stove in and one of 
the davitssprung. the casualties have been 
almost paradoxically few in number, the 
ship behaving admirably in most trying cir- 
cumstances. 

Unfortunately, the passengers suffered 
acutely, notwithstanding the unremitting 
efforts made for their comfort by the purser, 
Mr. Fields, and the steward, Mr. Bond, and 
by those acting under the direction of these 
gentlemen. Two saloon passengers (male), 
one Mr. Harrison of Sheffield, were some- 
what seriously injured by falling, their 
injuries necessitating surgical attendance. 
A lady, Mrs. Marion, On her way home to 
Lowell, Mass., accompanied by her son, died 
on Wednesday from apoplexy, following sea- 
sickness and the excitement insep@rable 
from the storm of the previous two days. The 
unfortunate lady received every attention 
fromthe ship’s surgeon, who exhausted his 
skill in her behalf. The body was embalmed 
and housed Auring the remainder of the pas- 
sage in onfof the life boats. The voyage has 
proven worst experienced by the Umbria 
for y months and bas strikingly tllustra- 
ted te grim resources of the Atlantic. 

The steamships Taormina from Hamburg 
and the Conemaugh from Antwerp, two over- 
due steamers, arrived in Lower Bay to-day.

Accompanying the 
robber was a boyish-looking companion, who 
was identified and arrested Saturday while 


trying to leave the city, and proved to be the 
woman described above.

CHICAGO ANARCHISTS. 


The Cases of Fielden and Schwab Before 
the Supreme Court. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., Oct. 12.—In the gu- 
preme Oourt of the United States to-morrow 
Moses Solomon of Chicago, as attorney for 
Fielden and Schwab, the Anarchists who 
were committed to the Joliet Penitentiary 
tor lite at the time Spies, Ling etal. were 
condemned to death for the murder of police- 
men at the Haymarket riot in Chicago, will 
file papers in the casesto secure the release 
of the twoconvicts and he will then move 
that the cases be advanced, This motion, it 
is believed, will be granted. 

Fielden’s case comes to the Federal Su- 
preme Court by an allowance of a writ of er- 
ror by the Supreme Court of Illinois. Mr. 
Solomon contends in his brief that the Ilinols 
Supreme Court violated the constitutional 
right of Fielden when it refused to amend 
the record of the case showing that Fielden 
was present when the sentence was affirmed, 
when in fact he was not present,and that the 
sentence of the Illinois court, therefore, is 
void, the court having no power to sentence 
him to death in his absence. 

The case of Schwab is brought to the Fed- 
eral Supreme Court on an appeal from the 
dental for rehearing by Judge Gresham of 
the Lilinois Supreme Court. Schwab’s ro- 
lease is asked on the ground that he ig con- 
finedin a penitentiary on commitment by 
the Governor and that the Governor’s war- 
rant has no authority whatever for the con- 
finement of any person in the penitentiary. 
Gen. B. F. Butler is associated with Mr. 
Solomon in these cases.

DOCTORS DISAGREE 


THE MISSIQSIPPI VALLEY CONVENTION 
MAY NOT BE A SUCCESS. 


Some of the Doctors Claim that It is to 
be Run in the Interest of the Marion 
Simms College and Refuse to Take 
Partin It— The Row Becoming Fer- 
sonal. 


The leading feature of the convention of 
the Mississippi Valley Medical Association, 
shortly to be held In this city, now promises 
to be a protest against the alleged undue 
prominence of a local medical college in the 
convention programme. 

It is openly charged that the faculty of the 
Marion-Sims Medical College have been 
placed in such prominent positions in that 
programme that the convention will prac- 
tically be run by a ‘“‘“‘clique’’ of that 
one institution. As the Marion-Stms is the 
Only college that protested against the three 
years cellegiate term in this State, the other 
local colleges are opposed to its prominence 
in the convention, and a bitter ight is now 


rapidly developing. 

Resignations of doctors occupying places 
onthe programme are going in thick and 
fast to Dr. I. N. Love, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Arrangements,and the withdrawals 
ive assumed such magnitude as to threaten 
the. success of the convention. This 
action 1 frankly stated by the 
physicians themselves to de based 
upon the fact that the President of the asso- 
eta tion is a member ofthe Marion-Sims Col- 
lege and that, of the twenty-four members of 
the Convention Committee of Arrangements, 
eight are professors or officers of that college. 
It is also charged that the Marion-Sims will 
support Dr. A. G. Bernays for membership 
in the association, and this is strenuously op- 
posed by the others. The outsiders state that 
owing to the condition of affairs at the outset 
it is likely that over fifty physicians will 
refuse to participate inthe convention pro- 
ceedings. Among those whohave already 
declined to do so, or who are said to have 
withdrawn, are: Drs.

Bishop Foster’s Address Before the Ee 
menical Methodist Council. 


THE PREACHER’S GREAT RESPONSIBIL- 
ITY FOR HIS WORK. 


God’s Instrument for the Salvation of 
Souls—Qualities Necessary to Proper- 
ly Perform the Mission—A Politician 
Baptized—In Behalfof Dr. Briggs—Re 
vision of Faith—Relizious News. 


WaSHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 12.—The fifth day 
ot the Ecumenical Methodist Council opened 
with Bishop J. W. Hood ofthe African M. E. 
Zion Church, Fayetteville, N. C., in the 
chair. Bishop Gaines ofthe African Metho. 
dist Episcopal Church delivered the prayer 
and Rev. Dr. C. H. Phillipsof the A. M. E. 
Church of Washington read the Scriptures, 
so that the opening services of the great 
council were conducted by three colored men. 
The Business Committee, through Secretary 
King, reported the receipt of the following 
papers: Memorial from the World's Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union, containing an 
address to the governments ofthe world for 
the suppression of the liquor traffic; a paper 
relating to the death of the Rev. Dr. Joseph 
Leighton, a memorial concerning competi. 
tion between Methodists in small places and 
@ memorial concerning the Ecumenical 
hymn - book. 

The topic for the morning session was the 
**Church and Her Agencies, and Bishop R. 
8. Foster of Massachusetts proceeded to ad- 
Gress the Council on The Responsibilities 
and Qualifications of the Preacher.’’ 

He began by saying that be craved the for- 
bearance of the foreign delegates. Ashe de- 
spaired of the forgiveness of his brethren in 
this country, he would touch upon the second 
point of his intended address, as he regarded 
it of supreme importance. The preacher was 
an instrument as really as the sermon. He 
must consider what the instrument was to 
be used for. By the call of God, the preacher 
was the instrument of God in the regenera- 
tion of men to be co-workers with Christ in 
saving sinners. Salvation was the restora- 
tion of man to right relations to God. The 
minister was a part of the instrumentality 
for that purpose. The preacher was to be 
viewed as a man in a body ad- 
dressing his fellow men; charged 
with a message. He should be a manly man. 
His consciousness should lift him to a digni- 
fied, noble manhood, He should be able to 
look his fellowman in the face, to scrutinize 
and be scrutinized, to win confidence and re- 
spect. The preacher needed high qualities of 
mind and proper qualities of body. He should 
know that about which he spoke; he should 
be a man of experience. Men were not born 
into fellowship of God by the volition of God; 
there was a process and every soul entering 
the Kingdom must enter dy that process. 
Truth lodged in intelligence stirring the 
heart, leading the sinner by the gateway of 
repentance; by such a process was the 
preacher made. But that was not all. The 
theory to which the church held was that 
God called his ministers. He selected them 
and made it known to them and others. God 
dealt with men as rational beings and dealt 


with theirintelligence. His instrument must 
be able to know and set out the truth.

PLAIN WORDS FROM REV. HEBER KEWTON AS 
TO THE SELECTION OF ITS INCUMBENTS. 

New YorK, Oct. 12.—When’ the Rev. Dr. R. 
Heber Newton stepped into the chancel of All 
Souls’ Episcopal Church yesterday morning, 
after having been away from the city all sum- 
mer, he beheld a congregation that nearly 
filled the roomy edifice. The theme was ‘‘The 
Episcopacy,’’ and many references were 
made to Bishop Phillips Brook. Said Dr. 
Newton: Last spring there was elected in 
the Diocese of Massachusetts as Bishop a 
man conceded by all tobevery good and 
weighty. Next week, in that diocese, this 
Bishop-elect will be ordained. 

It is very important that a large man, a 
great man, should always be selected for the 
office of bishop. When thisis the case Epis- 
copal functions are multiplied and the work 
is crowned with honor. When it is not done 
the man of little stature dwarfs and drags 
down its dignity to his own level. Fortu- 
nately, as is the case of Saul, the people of all 
classes in Massachusetts have called to be 
their leader a man conspicuous for his size, 
for his ability to oversee and organize and to 
infuse new life intothe church and its practi- 
cal work for humanity. 

Ten years ago a gentleman who knows as 
much about the Episcopacy as any one in 
America said to me that if he were to cite the 
facts of history forthe past Gecade he could 
prove that whenever a bishop had been 
selected in the American Episcopal Church, a 
man inferior to his predecessor had been ob- 
tained. Whilelam glad to be able to say 
that this has not been true of late, I am bound 
to assert that in more than one case a man 
particularly unfit for the work has been ex- 
alted to this high position. Partisanship has 
developed in church as well as in national 
conventions and the ‘dark horse’ ig start- 
lingly familiar. Often and often two men of 
marvelous abilities have been pitted against 
each other in the contest for the bishopric 
and on account of party strife both have 
been vanquished and a man of puny intellect 
accepted as a compromise.’”’ 

This, Dr. Newton said, reminded him of the 
legend of wooden men said to have lived 
without brains. They inhabited the forests 
chiefly, and were occasionally seen in the 
city. 

**Though this is a fable, said ne, We may 
recall some wooden-like people of our ac- 
quaintance, and we need not be surprised 
that if they creep into the church they 
should once in a while be made bishops.’’

Discharge, Re-Employment and Second 
Discharge of Letter Carrier Smith. 


HE WAS CHARGED WITH WITHHOLDING 
MAILS ON HIS ROUTE. 


People From Whom He Had Borrowed 
and Who Pressed Him for Money Al- 
leged Not to Have Received Their 
Letters—Postmaster Harlow and Supt. 
Grogan Interviewed on the Case. 


The discharge of Letter Carrier Charles 
Smith recently by Postmaster Harlow, acting 
under instructions from Maj. Webster, Chief 
Inspector of the Civil Service Commission, 
has brought to light a pecullar story. The 
story as told, and admitted by the Post-office 
officials, including Mr. Harlow, is as fol- 
lows: 

Charles Smith, a letter carrier, had been 
cautioned for irregularities and finally 
changed to another route to see if he would 
do better. He was formerly in the West End, 
but was changed to Station E, his 
route being inthe vicinity of Jefferson and 
Chouteau avenues. Here he got into the 
habit, it is stated, of borrowing money from 
the people in his district, and when it be- 
came due and he would not have it to pay 
back it is alleged that he, having mail for his 
creditors, held it through fear of 
meeting them. Complaints were lodged at 
the office of delayed mail, and Assistant 
Superintendent of Carriers Kerwin investi- 
gated the matter and found some of the de- 
layed mail in Smith’s pouch.

CAMPBELL’s as- 
sertion that the condition of our wage- 
earners is worse than in former times, it 
resorts to the old juggle of comparing the 
wages and the aggregate weelth of the 
country now with figures of the time when 
‘our population was small and sparse. 

The fallacy of such a comparison is ap- 
parent on its face. In the period of lowest 
wages which followed the high tariff craze 
of 1840 the laborer who found himself get- 
‘ting 80 or 75 cents a day instead of the 
**two dollars and roast beef that had been 
promised him, had a far better chance of 
living comfortably and becoming indepen- 
dent than any wage-earner would now 
have even on wages four or five times as 
high. There are luxuries and conveniences 
at the command of the laborer now which 
even the rich had to do without then. But 
the average style of living and the tneces- 
saries of life were proportionally as low as 
the wages. The wage-earners of that day 
could and did, by thousands, acquire 
means of future independence now denied 
to the multitudes cooped up in our mines 
and city workshops for life, to spend their 
wages in paying for heavily taxed food, 
paying rent on heavily taxed houses, pay- 
ing tribute directly or indirectly to 
trusts, without that chance of escape from 
such bondage, which was open to all the 
laborers of this country till railroad cor- 
porations and syndicates of capitalists had 
gobbied up all the desirable land. 

Missouri, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Wis- 
consin and other States are full of wealthy 
or independent farmers who were giad to 
get $19 a month back in ‘‘the 40’s’’ or $15 
in the 50’s.’’ But the best lands of the 
Mississippi Valley were theirs for the tak- 
ing, which are now beyond the reach of 
the average wage earner’s possible savings. 
With a farm of 160 acres of the best 
land in Missouri or Illinois awaiting 
his pleasure to settle on it, a farm laborer 
at GO cents a day would even now be better 
off than the skilled laborer of the city who 
gets or even f a day, but has no such 
independence reserved for him by the Gov- 
ernment. 

In that sense alone, if in no other, the 
condition of the American masses is un- 
questionably worse than it was before plu- 
tocracy got its grip on our politics and 
with its siren song of high wages began to 
make American labor the helpless serf of 
trusts and high taxes.

GREEK tragedy with its writhing vic- 
tims upon whom relentles fate heaps dire 
calamities, having woven them out of the 
bitter fruits of their own misconduct, does 
not presenta more distressful picture of 
unutterable woe than that afforded in the 
home of thefjlate Irish leader at Brighton, 
where his widow lies upon her bed refusing 
nourishment or comfort and only 
moans.’’

LET THEM OUT. 


Guards Were Responsible for the 
Recent Jail Delivery. 


Watt Jones Brought Back hnd Makes a 
Confession. 


CHIBF HARRIGAN ANNOUNCES THAT 
$350 WAS PAID TO GUARDS. 


Wiis Howard’s Story as Fully and Ex- 
clusively Told in the “Sunday Post- 
Dispatch” Believed by Jailer Kraemer 
—Jones’ Struggle With the Detectives 
on the Train—A Talk With Him. 


Watt Jones, the recaptured bank sneak, ar- 
rived this mornipg from Kansas City on the 
Missourt Pacine train in charge of 
Detectives Patrick Burke and Den- 
nis O'Connell. He was so weak from long, 
struggiecs during the night with the detectives 
that they were compelled tocarry him from 
the train to a saloon, where he was braced up 
with a tumbler of whisky. He is again on the 
verge of delirium tremens, ashe was when 
captured here several months ago while 
Days his tricks about town. 

He is very seedy looking, and his voice is 
coarse from hard drinking. The Prince Al- 
bert coat he wears hangs loosely from his 
shoulders, and his entire apparel looks as 
though he might have spent the past week 
sleeping in barrooms or dry goods boxes. 
The heavy beard he wore when he left jail 
has been shaved off, and the change has 
almost completely disguised him. Instead 
of a full, round face, which one would 
expect to find under the flowing 
beard, there are flat cheeks, and sharp lines 
ot the jaw bones, a thin neck, and thin curi- 
ing lips. Asmall mustache and very slight 
imperial is all that remains of the heavy 
growth of hair. When he left jail he wore 
long hair on his head and this has also been 
close cropped, causing the head to appear 
much smaller and less manly. In his 
actions, his speech and his manners as seen 
and heard this morning in Chief Narrigan’s 
Office he does not change the opinion formed 
of aim dy a study of his features. 

HIS STRUGGLES ON THE TRAIN. 

Detective Patrick Burke tells an interescing 
story of the capture of Jones and of his 
struggies with him onthe train. Had Jones 
deen sober he would have been carried to the 
Four Courts unconscious from the biows the 
detectives gave him in their fight on the 
train, but he was so Denumbed by the whisky 
which the Kansas City police gave him with- 
out stint, he did not seem to feel any pain, 
and this morning showed no signs of the 
drubbing he received. 

it was a fight fromthe minute O’Connell 
and I took charge of him at 6 o'clock Sunday 
night until he fell into a druken stupor about 
midnight onthe traln, said Burke this 
morning. “Jones has been given credit for 
being smart and sharp, but 1 believe hels 
an ordinary thief and confidence man of 
small caliber.

BASIS OF THE RBEGOTIATIONS NOW 
PENDING. 


The President’s Power to Suspend the 
Collection of Duty on Imports Under 
Certain Conditions—Free German Beet 
Sugar for Free American Cereal 
Products—Smokeless Powder. 

Wasnincros, D. C., Oct. 12.—A report pab- 
lished this morning to t he effect that a con- 
vention has been concluded with Germany 
by which the cereal products of the United 
States are to be admitted free of duty, etc., 
is created im some quarters, t hough its truth 
is questioned by many. Officially it is neith- 
er affirmed nor denied. 

It is known that (as heretofore widely pub- 
lished) negotiations have for some time been 
m progress between the Governments of 
Germany and the United States with a view 
on the part of Germany to secure the con- 
tinned tree admission of her sugar into this 
country in return for certain concessions of 
customs duty to be extended by Germany to 
American products of various descriptions. 

It is said, however, that these 
negotiations are stil in an  uncom- 
pleted stage of progress, with good 
prospects, however, of being brought to a 
satisfactory conclusion before the ist of 

next January, when the President will pos- 
sess the power to issue a proclamation re- 
moving the duties conditionally levied by the 

tariff act of Oct. 1, 1890, upon all sugars im- 

ported from any country that imposes duties 

upon the agricultural or other products of 
the United States which in his judgment are 
not reciprocally equal and reasonabie. 

The report that rectprocal trade relations 
had been established between the two coun- 
tries grew out of the following dispatch sent 
out by the New York correspondent to his 


paper last night: 

The Goversment of the United States has just con- 
cluded a convention with Germany through the 
German Minister here, by which all our ce crops 
will be admitted inte the German Empire free of 
duty in consideration of continued free admission 
inte the United States of German beet sugar after 
Jan. 1, which under the recent law. the President 
could then stop. This year the wheat crop of the 
German States except Prussia is very poor, and the 
rice crop is a failure threughout Germany. The 
present rate of duty on wheat imported into Germany 

33 1-5 cents per bushei of sixty pounds. 


SMOKELESS POWDER. 
GES. FLAGLER’S PLAN FOR CONDUCTING EX- 
PERIMENTS—HOUGHTON’S INVENTION. 


New om, Oct. 12.—A Washington dispatch 
Says that the establishment ofa laboratory 
for conducting experiments with smokeless 
powder and high explosives is a project fGen. 
Piagier has had in view since he becameChief 
of Ordmance. Lack of funds has been the 
chief obstacle in the way of carrying it out. 
Ithas been finally arranged, however, to 
Start in a small way, and it will probably not 
be long before the Army Ordnance Bureau 
will be quite as well equipped inthis direc- 
tion as the navy and some of the foreign 
services. 

The army laboratory ts to be established 
at the Frankford (Fa.) Arsenal. Gen. Flag- 
ler made a visit there last week and perfect. 
ed the necessary arrangements. He is now 
looking around for a suitable officer to be 
placed in charge. The work of the new lab- 
oratory will not be confined to the de- 
velopment of governmental] ideas, but ex- 
periments will be made with sampies of pow- 
Ger and explosives submitted by private in- 
ventors, the sole odject being to get the ar- 
ticles which native talent can produce. 

Up to this time thearmy has been com- 
pelied to depend on foreign inventors for 
all the smokeless powder used. Numer- 
ous experiments have been made 
with samples submitted by Americans) but 
with the exceptions of the brand submitted 
by Mr. Houghton of Massachusetts, none 
have been satisfactory. This exception, 
however, was a notabie one, the results sur 
passing the best foreign inventions. The 
dureau hopes to obtain an American powder 
equal to the dest made abroad. Three or 
four large powder firms have expressed their 
intention of providing the plants 
just as soon asthe Government has discov- 
ered whatit wants. The Duponts of Wil- 

are already engaged on a plant for 
the manufacture of powders under foreign 
patents and have made a small quantity from 
the formula submitted by the naval authort- 
ties. The California Powder-works at San 
Francisco have also notified the ordnance 
authorities that they are preparing a special 
pliant for the masufacture of smokeless

The Brotherhood of Railroad Section Fore- 
men of America and the Railway Order 


Formulated in This City. 


A meeting ts being held at the Merchants’ 
Hotel, on Twelfth and Olive streets, this aft- 
ernoon, which will result in the consolidation 
of the Brotherhood of Railroad Section Fore- 
men of America and the Railway Order of 
Trackmen of the United States. The meeting 
is of two committees representing the two 
organizations, the gentiemen being 8. J. 
Pega of Montreal, Canada; M. O’Dowd of 
Kansas City, Mo.; P. B. Bridgman of Canton, 
Kan.; W. W. Allen of st. Louis, Mo.; J. W. 
Thomas of Pittsburg, Tex., and D. O. Davis 
of Ottawa, Kan., representing the brother- 
hood, and John T. Wilson of Tennessee, F. 
M. Strickland of Alabama, R. H. Coxe of 
Florida, W. F. McAhbee of Alabama, M. J. 
Lord of Georgia and J. H. Elkins of Alabama, 
répresenting the Order of Trackmen. 

ALL IN FAVOR OF IT. 

In speaking to-day of the meeting of the 
two committees, Mr. Thomas, one of the 
gentiemen, said that there was no doubt 
whatever that the proposed consolidation 
would be effected. ‘“The measure, said 
he, was passed unanimously by our 
brotherhood at the annual convention 
held last week at Detroit and 
I’ve heard no objection to, it on 
the part of the members of the other 
organization. There is no reason why we 
should not unite as one body, our interests 
being identical and the membership being 
confined to the same class of workers. name- 
ly, section foremen on railroads. We have 
about a thousand members and I Delieve the 
other association is about as strong. We 
have been in existence five or six years and 
they nearly or quite as long. Our organiza- 
tion extends to Canada, our President, or 
Grand Chief Foreman, as we call him, being 
from Montreal, while the Order of Trackmen 
is confined for the most part to the South. 

The two committees were appointed for 
the purpose of drawing up a plan of consoll- 
dation, and the joint action of the committee 
will, I think, be ratified by the two Associa- 
tions without any material changes. The 
two bodies will then meet as one. e mem 
bers of our committee are all, except myself, 
officers of the Nationa! organization, or mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee, Mr. Peggis 
our Grand Chief Foreman, Mr. O Dowd is our 
Grand Secretary and Treasurer, Mr. Davis ts 
our Grand Organizer, Mr. Allen of St. Louis, 
is the Chairman of our Executive Com- 
mittee and Mr. Bridgeman also is a 
member of that Committee. As regards 
the gentlemen on the other committee, 1 
don’t know whether they are the officers of 
their organization or not * Mr. Wil- 
son, who is their president. The others are 
all prominently connected with the order, 
however, or they would not have beem made 
members of the committee. 

NO OTHER AFFILIATION WANTED. 

No, we are not connected with the Knights 
of Labor or with any other organization, not 
even with any railroad order, and while the 
desire to unite with the Order of 
Trackmen was unanimous, a proposition to 
aMiliate with other rallroad organizations 
was defeated at the Detroit Convention. The 
last annual convention of the Order of Track- 
men was beld last August at Birmingham, 
Ala., and it was at this meeting that the 
committee was appointed to confer with a 
committee from our organization.’’ 

The conference between the committees 
opened at 1 o'clock this afternoon, and it is 
expected that they will bein session all the 
afternoon and again to-morrow. Most of the 
members desire to start home to-morrow 
night,andan effort will be made to finish 
the work to-morrow afternoon.
